Manufacturers Now Get 
Chicle From South. 


American Trees, 


Chewing gum 
might turn to Georgia sweet gum 
for the basic ingredient of their 
product should their supply of 
chicle from South America be cut 
off, it was indicated yesterday at 
the State Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
| Columbus Roberts, commission- 
‘er of agriculture, received a re- 
quest from a chewing gum firm 
| for a 10-pound sample of Georgia 
|Sweet gum. 

The basic ingredient of modern- 
day chewing gum is chicle, which 
comes from the tropical naseberry 
tree of South America, a tree 
‘Similar to. the Indian rubber tree. 
At one time, however, it was made 
from a type of sweet gum. 

Officials of the Georgia Forestry 
Department said sweet gum grows 
‘in all sections of Georgia and the 
south. Since it requires consid- 
erable moisture, it grows best in 
swamps and along banks of 
streams. Its technical name is 
‘“liquidambar. stryaciflua.” 

Request of the sweet gum sam- 
ole brought back reminiscences of 
the days when bare-foot young- 
sters carried hunks or “wads” of 
sweet gum around in tin boxes. 
It was popular until commercial 
chewing gum came on the market 
approximately a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago.

Fifty-five years ago this week the Statue 
of Liberty arrived in New York. It was a gift 
from the people of France to the people of the 
United States. It was paid for by popular sub- 
scription, collected from 180 French cities, 40 
general councils and thousands of individual 
citizens. 

Today France lies prostrate under the boots 
of invading armies. And from the United States 
arises a great wave of sympathy and from these 
shores is going, as fast as possible, all the ma 
terial aid the United States can send. 

France is, to large extent, the birthplace of 
modern ideals of human liberty. It was from 
France that much of the inspiration for the 
struggle for independence of the American 
colonies came. It was from France that many 
of the ideals incoporated in the Constitution 
of this nation were taken. 

| It was France that, after throwing off the 

=-voke--of- a corrupt aristocracy, adopted the 
motto, “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity.’ It is 
France that has been the leading protagonist 
of a way of life tat approached, perhaps more 
nearly than any other, to that ideal society to 
which all thinking people, the world over, 
aspire. 

The debasement of France is more than a 
national calamity. It is world tragedy. 

At this writing it is ramored France, though 
nearing the last gasp in her heroic defense, will 


not accept the dishonorable terms for sur- 
render which would be imposed by her enemy, 
Nazi Germany. She is like unto the storied 
heroine who, facing death, yet knows there 
are fates far worse. 

Yet there is one sure knowledge that must 
bring comfort to the hearts of all French men 
and women, and of all who suffer with them, 
today. That is the knowledge that France, 
the gracious, the cultured, the home of liberty, 
cannot die. For France is more than a ma- 
terial entity. It is more than a land and a 
people. It is a spirit. 

The spirit of France is something that is 
needed for the world of tomorrow. It must 
survive. So, though the totalitarian conqueror 
may gloat in triumph today, we all must know 
that there is a new tomorrow coming for 
France. . 

A tomorrow that shall see a greater, a finer, 
a more beautiful France than even the past 
has known. 

Hitler may loose new blitzkriegs of horror, 
there may be months, even years, of suffering 
yet to come for the people of the nations he has 
violated, but all the Nazi might cannot forever 
crush a thing too sweet for them to know, a 
thing too precious for their profaning feet 
to touch. 


Unsafe School Buses 

Any motgrist who travels extensively in 
Georgia is likely to agree with John L. Allman, 
state director of school administration, who 
is urging that hundreds of dilapidated public 
school buses be removed from the highways. 

Public safety records have demonstrated 
that a worn-out automobile, a “jaloppy,” is 
dangerous not only to its occupants but to the 
public at large. 

Mr. Allman declares that of 2,711 school 
buses in Georgia at least 600 should be retired. 
But he is powerless. Georgia, he said, is the 
only state in the south in which the state 
department of education has no supervision 
over school transportation. That is left to local 

_ school boards. 

Under private ownership, transportation by 
contract, it is to be expected that in many 
cases the upkeep and repair of these buses 
should be neglected. Many of them are “con- 
verted,” with a cheaply built bus body on a 
worn-out truck chassis. 

Mr. Allman is justifiably concerned over 
the safety of the many thousands of children 
transported to school and return in vehicles 
which may fail at a crucial moment. Not all 
breakdowns, of course, cause casualties. But 
some of them do. There are records of rail- 
road grade crossing fatalities. Some of them 
may have been caused because the motor 
wouldn’t respond to the driver’s foot on the gas. 

It appears that local school authorities

would do well to check up on the vehicles used 
in their counties and insist they be made me- 
chanically safe or retired from service.

9,000 Airplane Engines 

According to an Associated Press news story 
from Washington, the Ford Motor Company 
will, in the near future, have orders for 9,000 
of the airplane motors which, Henry Ford 
stated, could be turned out—as complete planes 
—at the rate of 1,000 a day once he had re- 
ceived the “go ahead” authorization from the 
government. 

Of these 9,000, there are 6,000 contracted 
for by the British government and a tentative 
3,000, covered by an appropriation added to a 
defense appropriation bill by a subcommittee 
of the senate appropriations committee. That 
has still to win approval of the full committee, 
of the senate and of the house. 

While this is far from the ability of the 
Ford plant to turn out 1,000 planes a day, it at 
least is important and encouraging, in that it 
will give the company valuable experience in 
making the motors and should allow much 
of the preliminary work which would be es- 
sential before the larger production rate could 
be put in operation. 

Ford engineers, it is said, have been experi- 
menting with this motor, which is the Rolls 
Royce-Merlin type, for six months and some 
parts for it are already being made. Tool- 
ing operations are under way and studies of 
fuselage construction and assembly problems 
are going forward rapidly. 

Undoubtedly it will require more than any 
6,000 planes for Britain to overpower the Axis 
foes in the air. And, similarly, 3,000 is far 
short of the quantity this country must have 
to make its air defense impregnable. 

But it is a good start, is an extremely val- 
uable “educational order’ and should reduce 
the six-month period Ford originally said would 
be required to put the 1,000-planes-a-day pro- 
duction rate into full swing.

Lame Duck Quacks 


In this period of national crisis, the senate 
of the United States has been hearing over- 
much from one Rush Holt, “lame duck” senator 
from West Virginia. He has accused the ad- 
ministration of everything from talking about 
a “declaration of war” to selling the Allies- 
planes of the very latest design. Most of the 
time he has been just talking, delaying action 
on matters of vital importance to the nation. 

So it is well to bring to the attention of the 
public that the conversation is that of that 
strange bird, a lame duck, of the species the 
American public has for years attempted to 
make extinct rather than to conserve. He is 
an officeholder who has been voted out of of- 
fice, discredited by the people of his own state 
and his own party. 

Holt is a strange character in American 
political life. When elected he was forced to 
wait before taking office because of his youth. 
He was below the age limit of 30 years and 
there was some question about his eligibility 
at that time. A very wise young man in his 
own estimate, he began telling the senate what 
many and various things were all about im- 
mediately after he became a member. The 
senate is accustomed to requiring a little ex- 
perience, of all members, before they attempt 
to use the forum of the senate for the ex- 
pression of even sensible personal views. Holt’s 
actions several times brought virtual repri- 
mands and, the first chance the voters of West 
Virginia had, they put him on the skids. 

That is the man who rants while saner 
heads attempt to prepare the nation for the 
arduous days ahead.

LINDBERGH 
(St. Louis Star-Times.) 

This nation of some _ 131,000,000 people is 
facing perhaps the greatest crisis encountered in 
the century and a half of its existence. The fact 
that the crisis approaching down the street 
instead of being right on top of us does not lessen 
its magnitude or ominous character. 

To prepare to meet that crisis by combat or 
to turn it aside by preparations so aaequate as 
to discourage would-be aggressors is the task be- 
fore the nation today. To meet that task the 
duly elected President of the United States, in 
consultation with diplomatic, military, naval and 
civilian advisers, has charted a course. 

In the main, the rank and file of the people 
and the leading business and political spokesmen 
of the nation regardless of party are behind 
President Roosevelt's leadership during this period 
of peril. 

But a few powerful obstructionist forces have 
arisen to question the consequences of the Presi- 
dent’s policies and to discredit his leadership. 
Among them is Colonel Charles Augustus Lind- 
bergh. 

Airmail Pilot Lindbergh’s feat in successfully 
spanning the Atlantic has made him a top man 
in the news and insures readers and listeners for 
his every word. But this feat does not neces- 
sarily qualify him as an expert in foreign rela- 
tions, preparation for war, or in fact anything 
except long-distance piloting of an airplane. 
Yet because of his publicity value and access 
to a microphone, he can indulge in a series of 
public pronouncements to the general effect that 
President Roosevelt, Secretary Huil, Chief of 
Staff General Marshall, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions Admiral Stark and countless cther presi- 
dential advisers do not know what they are talk- 
ing about and that he knows all the right answers, 
one of which is that it makes no difference to

THE CAPITAL PARADE)

NEW DEALERS AND DEFENSE WASHINGTON, June 20. 


In these days when the 
unhappy plight of the democracies has created this country’s great- 
est emergency, it seems time to report that certain prominent Néw 
Dealers who have always enjoyed the President’s confidence have 
recently made little secret of their genuine uneasiness concerning 
the new national defense establishment. 

Recording this fact is almost sure to result in erroneous im- 


plications. As a result, certain facts should be stated at once. First 
of all it is clear that the feeling is by no means unanimous, which 
in itself is strange, since up to now the White House inner circle 
has been the best co-ordinated group within the government. Then, 
too, neither Tom Corcoran nor Ben Cohen are the catalytic agents 
fomenting the protests. It should finally be said that there are no 
plans for an internal blitzkrieg against the national defense ad- 
visory committee, such as wrecked the War Resources Board a 
year ago. 

A few of the most irate critics sing an old ‘song, “The gov- 
ernment has been turned over to our enemies.” But such talk is 
not taken very seriously. The real complaint coming from respon- 
sible persons is that the national defense committee is trusting too 
much on outside advisers and not using sufficiently the established 
The result, according to this opinion, is that 
rearmament is slowed up and contradictory policies are developed. 
It is too soon to establish satisfactorily whether or not this is true. 


JONES AS NO. 1 MAN (Critics of the national defense ad- 

visory committee have a surprising 
suggestion as their remedy. It is that Federal Loan Administrator 
Jesse H. Jones be named ex-officio chairman of the group. to work 
directly under the President in a co-ordinating capacity. The sug- 
gestion is surprising because Jones has never been the darling of 
the New Dealers. He-has in fact fought their spending theories at 


every opportunity. It is also surprising since Jones, as dispenser 
of government loans; already has important duties and since the 
President has designated a long-time civil service man, William 
McReynolds, as co-ordinator. 

_Jones happens to be ‘one of the few persons within the ad- 
ministration who fits the qualifications for the job—a person who 
has the confidence of business and who understands the workings 
of the New Deal. But the President will probably not make any 
important changes in his setup. Unlike a year ago when he was 
hurried into the appointment of a War Resources Board. the Presi- 
dent chose his defense advisory committee with great care, and 
only after long talks with his government reorganization expert, 
Louis Brownlow. He was careful to give representation to busi- 
ness, labor, agriculture and consumers and to delegate io the in- 
dustrialists, William S. Knudsen and Edward Stettinius, all the 
power they might need. 

With two notable® exceptions (Secretary of Commerce Harry 


Hopkins, who lives at the White House, and SEC Commissioner 


Leon Henderson, who is on the new committee). the New Dealers 
were left pretty much out in the cold, both officially and unoffi- 
clally. This accounts for part of their feeling. But it x« must be 
explained that they believe that the government must go on an 
emergency basis and devote itself primarily to rearmament. So 
they can hardly be accused of sabotage or lack of patriotism, |

ONE WORD MORE

MEXICAN PROBLEMS MEXICO CITY, D. F., June 15.—(By 


Air Mail.)—I sat in the office of a 
newspaper editor. He has a degree from the University of Mexico 
and another, his master’s, from one of the better universities in the 
United States. We were talking about things in general. 

“Your prohibition experiment, which did you so much harm, 
did something to the relations between our two countries which 
to this day causes evil,” he said. 

I asked how. ; 

“Too many persons of your country,” he said, “stopped in the 
border towns of Juarez and Tia Juana during your experiment and 
thought they had seen Mexico. 

“They saw the worst of vice and of gambling. They saw poor, 
dirty peons, beggars, prostitutes, bars, gaming, much dirt, and 
they thought that was Mexico. 

“They never stopped to consider that only rarely did they see 
a Mexican patronizing these establishments. They were built for 
Americans. The gambling was there for your countrymen: The 
prostitutes and the filthy shows existed only and solely because of 
the patronage of the people of your country. 

“When President Cardenas came into office he closed all those 
border establishments. The gambling houses were torn down or 
turned into schoolhouses. 

“There were many people employed. They came to the gov- 
ernment and they said, ‘It is American money that is spent there, 
not Mexican.

THE HISTORIC BACKGROUND There are, of course, cer- 


tain historic backgrounds 
for some of the lack of understanding between the two peoples. 
There was a war. It will be many generations before all this feeling 
along the border is wiped out. 

The historic background could have been overcome by sensible 
methods. It is being overcome as more people come to Mexico 
and meet the real Mexicans, and not the cocktail, night-ciub crowd, 
Exchange students are helping conditions. The war in Europe will 
make possible not only a desire to understand and co-operate, but 
a sort of necessity. 

Mexico will lead the Latin nations. And the fact Mexico has 
turned, sensibly, toward. the United States, will be reflected all the 
way down the southern half of our continent. 

Mexico will settle her oil problems. The story of oil is not a 
pleasant one from either side. Both have some dark chapters which 
would make unpleasant reading. Mexico had a perfect right to 
expropriate her oil properties with payment. The fact no payment 
was made quite naturally caused ill will. It was seized upon by 
the Communistic elements as a “cause celebre” and they have man- 
aged to retard settlement of the oil problems. They will be settled. 

There is room for understanding and co-operation on both sides. 

And the course of the Roosevelt administration, subjected to 
severe criticism, is going to bear fruit. He was right. This will 
have to be treated in another article. What I would like to do 
here is merely to state that Mexico and the United States must 
develop a real basis of mutual understanding.

There are approximately 20,000,000 persons in Mexico. Of that 
number some 9,000,000 are Indians, pure-blooded Indians, many 
of whom speak no Spanish at all and who speak, the more to com- 
plicate matters, a variety of dialects. 

Few of these people read or write. They live in almost in- 
accessible mountains. They have had, down through the centuries; 
no education offered them. 

The present Mexican administration was, and is, ahead of the 
people. It’s program of social legislation was applicable in some 
sections and in many others the people were Indians who could not 
understand it. It has been complicated by various “fifth columns,” 
those of Germany and of Russia. The latter has done the most 
harm to Mexico itself. 

The Mexican administration insists 1t is Marxist Socialism, and 
not Communistic. But there are, within the ranks of the admin- 
istration, some Communists and, more dangerous, the more able 
“fellow travelers” who carefully avoid membership in the Com- 
munist party. Two of such are among the most brilliant men in 
Mexico. 

Today all Mexico is laughing as European affairs have so far 
swung one of these men around until he, the leading anti-American 
agitator across a long span of years, openly has expressed his love 
for America. 

This most casual and brief touching on problems is enough, I 
believe, to explain why Mexico is having her own domestic troubles 
with finance and with administration. 

We can help, in our own side of the world, by trying to under- 
stand the problems of our neighbor to the south.

When His Usual Methods 
No Longer Worked 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


In a backwoods region, years ago, a well-known evangelist held 
a series of meetings that excited almost everybody except the town 
agnostic. This gentleman repelled all advances with the ungracious 
charge: “There are too many hypocrites in the church.” 

The evangelist had deatt with this excuse many times, and he 
answered without resentment: ‘“‘There are imperfect people every- 
where. but that is no reason to condemn the church. Your own life 
is all that concerns you. If you will believe and join us, you will 
be a new man and will find a joy and peace you've never known.” 

The agnostic wasn’t impressed. “I know some of those fellows 
too well.” he said. “Jones isn’t faithful to his wife, and Smith is a 
crook, and plenty of others will lie for a nickel. What you are say- 
ing is that your religion didn’t work with these fellows but would 
work in my case. That doesn’t make sense.” 

Fairly or unfairly, every religion is judged by the kind of people 
it develops. And the only way to convince doubters that anything 
is worth having is to give them proof that it works. 

Now our way of life is on trial as never before, and it has very 
little chance to survive unless we can make it work considerably 
better than it has been working. 

It is no longer a matter of setting an example that other nations 
may find worthy of imitation, but of making democracy work in 
order to preserve its own existence. 

In his book and in his plans, Hitler counted upon the inefficiency, 
the slowness to act, the want of unified effort and the group jeal- 
ousies and conflicts that weaken free lands in time of trouble. 

Those weaknesses are real and acknowledged; and unless they 
can be overcome quickly, freedom will die of its own inherent faults. 
It is a question of whether we are fit to survive as a free people— 
whether we have the character and intelligence to govern ourselves 
and voluntarily do the things that enslaved people are forced to do 
in the name of efficiency. 

It isn’t the government alone that is on trial, but each of us. 
Short-sighted congressmen who see no reason for drastic action are 
no more unfit than employers and workers who delay work on vital 
war material in order to fill their own pockets. 

Though many can’t realize it yet, this is a life or death struggle 
which will test our worth as nothing else ever has. -The utmost 
devotion to duty and a spirit of.unselfish- service and sacrifice will 
save democracy by proving it worthy to live, but it cannot live 
unless we prove worthy of it.

NEW YORK, June 20.—Forty-five thousand civilian fliers, 
approximately twice the number of licensed pilots now on the 
rolls of the Federal Civil Aeronautics Authority, will complete 
their training by June, 1941, under the expanded program au- 


thorized by congress. 


The CAA training program has grown by accretion. 

In the spring of 1939 it embodied the instruction of only 330 
college students—an experimental or “Guinea pig” group which 
was to prove or disprove a theory of the Authority that safe mass 


training could be undertaken. 


So successful was the experiment that 10,000-odd college stu- 
dents and a handful of persons outside the colleges were enrolled 


for training during the college year of 1939-40.
